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CITY COUNCIL AND APB STUDYIN6 
PROPOSALS FOR NEW POST OFFICE

Negotiations between representatives of the real estate divis¬ 
ion of the U. S. Post Office Dept, and the city of Greenbelt have 
been in progress for several months concerning the possible erec¬ 
tion here of a new post office building, the News Review learned 
last week. Currently being studied by members of the Advisory 
Planning Board, specific proposals from the Post Office Dept, can¬ 
not receive action immediately. This delay is largely due to the 
moratorium on rezoning applications imposed last month by the 
County Commissioners. Thus, the first legal step towards making 
the postoffice proposals concrete — the necessary rezoning of any 
of the properties under consideration — cannot possibly occur be¬ 
fore next July. 


Justification for new post office 
facilities here is demonstrated by 
statistics cited in a letter sent this 
month by Maryland Senator Daniel 
B. Brewster to Postmaster General 
Lawrence F. O’Brien. In this letter 
Brewster noted that annual receipts 
in the Greenbelt office have “more 
than tripled in the past five years.” 
Brewster, who serves as a member 
of the Senate Committee on Post 
Office and Civil Service, went on to 
point out that estimated growth in 
the Greenbelt area is expected 
eventually to double again the num¬ 
ber of patrons for the local post 
office. 

History of Negotiations 

In a release last week to the 
News Review Greenbelt postmaster 
Emory A. Harman noted that ap¬ 
proval for a new postoffice here— 
presumably by the Post Office De¬ 
partment—was actually given last 
spring. The first contact with city 
officials came, however, in mid- 
July when a representative of the 
Department's real estate office con¬ 
ferred with city manager James K. 
Giese. A report on this meeting 
was duly noted in a memo to coun¬ 
cil from the city manager’s office 
on July 23. 

The notification of the city could 
hardly have arrived at a worse 
time, however, as far as accom¬ 
plishing quack action was con¬ 
cerned. For council was at that 
time going into its final month in 
office, with a new election scheduled 
for September 21. Thus it was not 
until October, after the new coun¬ 
cil was seated, that a specific pro¬ 
posal from the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment reached council. This proposal 
was then offered for study to the 
APB, which has been meeting with 
a post office representative since 
that time. The APB’s committee 
report will probably not be pre¬ 
sented to council until late Febru¬ 
ary or early March, according to 
APB chairman Harvey Geller. 

Desired Site 

According to one of the specifica¬ 
tions for the new post office, it must 
be located in the city's commercial 
center. This specification probably 
reflects the stated desires of Green¬ 
belt rather than any real desire 
upon the part of federal post office 
officials. Nevertheless, this speci¬ 
fication has the effect of virtually 
limiting the choices available to 
one piece of land, now owned by the 
cdty. This plot, in the wooded area 
beyond the north parking lot at 
the rear of the food store has also 
been suggested as a possible site 
for a building to house senior 
citizens. To be used for a commer¬ 
cial operation like a post office, this 
land would first require rezoning. 
(One or more other sites, the News 
Review has been informed, are also 
under consideration by the APB, 
but their locations have not been 
made public.) 

Other specifications for the site 
include an area 100 by 220 feet, 
although these total dimensions can 
be reduced somewhat if a place 
for patron parking is available ad¬ 
jacent to the lot. The building it¬ 
self will be 70 by 85 feet. In addi¬ 
tion, a loading platform at the rear 
will require a further area 45 by 15 


feet and a driveway entrance for 
trucks. 

Privately Owned 

Under current procedures, the 
Post Office Department itself does 
not take ownership of the property. 
Instead, it takes an option on a 
chosen site at an agreed-upon price, 
prepares plans, and then advertises 
for bids from private contractors. 
The bidder awarded the contract 
must then purchase the land, con¬ 
struct the building and lease the 
whole facility to the Department, 
usually on a 20-year basis. 

In discussing such a sale of city 
property to a private contractor, 
Giese noted that the sale would be 
subject to all local ordinances and 
codes. The city could itself put re¬ 
strictions on the sale of the land, 
he indicated, or could even consider 
leasing rather than selling it. All 
these variables and contingency 
relationships also make it unlikely 
that fast action on the post office’s 
proposals could be taken. 

The Greenbelt post office, which 
opened its doors in October, 1937, 
moved into its present site in 1959. 
Before that time it occupied the 
building where the pizza store and 
the Twin Pines office are now' lo¬ 
cated. After the post* office moved 
out, the present partition was con¬ 
structed to make possible two busi¬ 
nesses on that same site (a con¬ 
spicuous depression in the floor of 
the Twin Pines office still marks 
the spot where customers used to 
Stand in front of the postal count¬ 
er). The move in 1959 was made 
necessary to accommodate the 
postal requirements of the Goddard 
Space Flight Center, which was 
opening its new facilities on Glen¬ 
dale Road. Since that time, the 
volume of mail for NASA alone has 
grown to an estimated 1 250,000 
pieces a year.

Council is Advised to Appeal 
Golden Triangle Zoning Only

A special city council meeting and public hearing will be held 
tomorrow night (Friday, Jan. 28), to consider zoning appeals filed 
by the city with respect to the Golden Triangle and the Smith- 
Ewing tracts. The Circuit Court of Upper Marlboro will hear these 
appeals on Thursday, February 3. Joseph A. DePaul, the city’s 
special zoning attorney, has advised the city to concentrate on 
the Golden Triangle case and to withdraw the appeal on the 
Smith-Ewing property. 


DePaul told a hastily-convened 
council last Monday that in light 
of the recent court decisions^ the 
city had a better chance of secur¬ 
ing reversal of the Golden Triangle 
zonin'? than of the Smith-Ewing 
decision. 

The county commissioners, sit¬ 
ting as the District Council, had 
ruled on both properties in de¬ 
cisions handed down on July 6, 
1965. The 57-acre “Golden Trian¬ 
gle” bounded by Greenbelt Rd., 
Kenilworth Ave., and the Capital 
Beltway was zoned for a regional 
shopping center (General Commer¬ 
cial C-2). Both the city’s Master 
Plan and the MNCPPC Area 13 
plan opposed such zoning. 

In the case of the 310 acres 
(Smdth-Ewing tract) within the 
citys boundaries between the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway and 
the Goddard Space Flight Center, 
the result of the commissioner’s 
zoning decisions was to reduce the

Over fifty volunteers are already 
carrying petitions door to door pro¬ 
testing the decision of the Prince 
Georges County Board of Education 
to locate a senior high school on 
parcel 2 (land between the Balti- 
mre - Washington Parkway and 
property of Greenbelt Homes, Inc.), 
because of its adverse impact on 
local traffic conditions and its dis¬ 
ruptive effects on the Greenbelt 
Master Plan. The petition urges 
Federal, State, County and City of- 
ficals to have the decision reversed 
in favor of the Beltway-Lake site. 

In Jan. 1965 the Board of Educa¬ 
tion rejected the Parcel 2 site for 
a senior high school because it 
lacked a back (perimeter) road. 
The Board at that time enthusias¬ 
tically supported the Beltway-Lake 
site for a senior high school and in¬ 
stituted condemnation proceedings 
for the land. Subsequently, for rea¬ 
sons that the Board has not fully 
explained it reversed itself to 
choose the parcel 2 site. The City 
Council, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and 
Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
have appeared before the Board 
during the past months, presenting 
detailed statements supporting the 
Beltway-Lake site. 

The Citizens For a Planned 
Greenbelt is coordinating the peti¬ 
tion drive. All organizations are 
invited to participate.

density substantially below that 
recommended by the Area 13 plan. 
The density, however, was still 
above that recommended by the 
city (between 1,000-1,500 persons 
more). 

For the area north of Glenn 
Dale Road, the commissioners 
zoned 71 acres for single-family 
homes (R-55) and 79 acres for gar¬ 
den-type apartments (R-30). The 
city’s Master Plan called mostly 
for R-30 and buffer strips. South 
of Glenn Dale Road_ the Commis¬ 
sioners had zoned 81 acres for R-30 
and 20 acres for R-10 (high-density 
and high-rise apartments). The 
Greenbelt Master plan called for 
single-family homes and for no 
R-10. 

The city had no objections to 
the zoning decisions north of Glenn 
Dale Road, which actually reduced 
the density below the city’s plan. 
The concern was over the R-10 
zoning and the failure to provide 
buffer strips and parkland. 

The city, however, decided, last 
August, to appeal the entire Smith- 
Ewing package in order to fpre- 
stall any appeal by the owner to 
reverse the single-family zoning in 
t^e tracts north of Glenn Dale 
Road. Since this purpose has now 
been served, De Paul said, he would 
prefer not to open the entiire 
package to court review. 

Strong Legal Case 

DePaul further emphasized the 
strong legal case that the city 
had with respect to the Golden 
Triangle — the fact that the de¬ 
cision was based on evidence not 
in the record and that there ha® 
been no evidence of change in the 
character of the area since the 
District Council had made its earl¬ 
ier ruling in 1962. 

At last Monday’s meeting, the 
council was disposed to follow its 
attorney’s advice, but decided to 
have a public meeting first to give 
citizens an opportunity to become 
acquainted with the latest develop¬ 
ments and to offer their views. 

The city also wants to make 
certain that all parties in the suit 
concur in the action. The suit 
has been filed on behalf of the 
City of Greenbelt, the city council, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and the fol¬ 
lowing individuals: Edgar Smith, 
David Champion, Gorden Allen, 
and Roy Breashears. 

Regarding future zoning in the 
city, council indicated on Monday 
night that it will seek legislation in 
the General Assembly giving the 
City of Greenbelt certain zoning 
powers. One of the measures high 
on the list is a proposal that when 
a municipality recommends denial 
of a zoning- request, this denial 
could not be reversed by the Dis¬ 
trict Council except by a two-thirds 
vote (4-1). 


Local Democrats Elected 

Two Greenbelters were elected 
officers of the Young Democrats of 
Prince Georges County in a heavily 
contested election held January 5. 
Howard Chasanow, Assistant State 
Attorney and Vice President of 
the Greenbelt Democratic Club, 
was elected treasurer by 291 votes 
to 151, while Louis Pohoryles, resi¬ 
dent of Springhill Lake and active 
member of the Sickles-for-governor 
movement was elected by 281 to 
168 as the club’s sergeant-at-arms, 
a post held by Chasanow last year. 
They both ran on a victorious slate 
headed by Peter O’Malley, which 
was vigorously opposed by a slate 
of supporters of state senator Fred 
Wineland.

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A Simple Choice 

To the Editors: 

The choice of a site for the fu¬ 
ture senior high school is really so 
simple as far as our city is con¬ 
cerned. The citizens of Greenbelt 
do not want the site on parcel 2. 
They offered the School Board fi¬ 
nancial assistance in purchasing 
the preferred Beltway-Lake site. 
If the School Board does not want 
that site, then let it choose another 
site where the increased traffic will 
not infringe on already existing 
traffic patterns and where the 
character of a still-to-be-developed 
neighborhood can be adjusted to the 
new school. Examples of such sites 
are the Smith-Ewing property and 
the area west of Kenilworth Ave. 
near the present city warehouse. 

Strangely enough. Council voted 
at its Jan. 10 meeting to ask for a 
senior high school within the most 
populous part of Greenbelt. A 
major reason given was: The great 
majority of Greenbelt students 
should be within walking distance 
of the school. 

Looking closer at this argument, 
I want to make two comments. (1) 
The students who would walk to 
school are those 15-to-18 years olds 
who live within al^ mile radius of 
the senior high school. However 
the greatest resistance against the 
locating of the senior high school on 
parcel 2 has come from precisely 
those families who live within that 
radius. 

Why? Because even though their 
15-to-18 year old children might be 
able to walk, their younger children 
would be practically prohibited 
f*'om ‘Tree” walking at all, due to 
the dangerous traffic situation that 
would be created. This includes the 
children who walk to St. Hugh’s 
School. The great majority of fami¬ 
lies living within this 1% mile 
radius are well aware of these facts, 
and that is why they are in the 
front lines of the fight against the 
parcel 2 site. 

(2) It is by no means certain just 
how many students would actually 
walk to school. If adequate side¬ 
walks are not available, the county 
will also bus students within the 
1% mile limit. Thus, to have teen¬ 
agers walk to parcel 2 would re¬ 
quire the construction of a new net¬ 
work of sidewalks in addition to 
the building of 4-lane highways 
through the heart of Greenbelt. 
Are land and funds available for all 
this? 

Since to have teenagers walking 
to a parcel 2 senior high school is 
neither a certainty nor considered 
desirable by a great majority of the 
families involved, let us return to 
the simple choice stated at the be¬ 
ginning of this letter and make it 
clear to all authorities concerned 
that, since we do not want parcel 
2, they should make up their minds 
between the Beltway-Lake site or 
"‘somewhere else.” Signing the peti¬ 
tion protesting the parcel 2 site will 
help accomplish just that.

Against Code Home Rule 

To the Editor: 

Current plans are to increase 
Maryland’s income tax, so as to 
create funds for its counties to 
spend. This is all the more rea¬ 
son why Greenbelt residents as 
well as all others in Maryland, 
should look carefully at the pro¬ 
posals for code home rule. They 
will then decide to vote it down 
in this fairs election. 

Code home rule is not acceptable 
for the following main reasons: 

1—‘Maryland’s State legislature 
now enacts all public local laws, 
that is, laws appying t© one county 
alone. It does so under safeguards, 
including screening by the attor¬ 
ney general and the two houses of 
the legislature, and veto by the 
governor. 


Code home rule turns most of 
this law-making power over to the 
county commissioners, but without 
these safeguards. 

2— ‘Both a constitution and a 
charter for city or county set lim¬ 
its for the authority they grant 
pufbttc officials. Save for certain re¬ 
strictions as to taxes and fees, code 
home rule sets no limits and has 
no safeguards. 

This leaves open purchasing, 
contracting, zoning, investment of 
idle county moneys, the merit sys¬ 
tem and like important matters for 
selfish political exploitation. It is 
not a way either to hold taxes 
down or to protect the community. 

3— A constitution and a charter 
each provide ways for their amend¬ 
ment or repeal. Code home rule 
does not provide for either 

Should the people under code 
home rule find the arrangement in¬ 
tolerable and want to change it or 
do away with it altogether they 
will discover that they are* in a 
pair of handcuffs with a springlock. 

Residents of Prince Georges 
County now in need of a more effi¬ 
cient government can get it with a 
full protection of the public inter¬ 
est and without forfeiture of any 
rights. Under the State Constitu¬ 
tion, a county can get a charter, 
which is another name for a consti¬ 
tution. Greenbelt has a charter; ev¬ 
ery city and town has one. The 
charter states what the govern¬ 
ment shall be like, and what the 
public officers must do and may 
not do. 

In this fall’s election, Prince Ge¬ 
orges County voters will have a 
choice between code home rule and 
the election of a charter board to 
draw up a proposed charter for 
genuine home rule. 

If they vote yes for charter, they 
will at the same time elect a char¬ 
ter board. The charter board will 
next submit its charter proposal 
and the citizens will have a full 
year to look it over and discuss it 
before voting on whether to accept 
it. There will be no hurry and no 
guessing, under this arrangement. 
And, unlike code home rule, no 
blank check, no pig-in-the-poke, 
and no springlock.

subdivision, is preparing the road¬ 
bed preparatory to doing the final 
surfacing. This was purposely not 
done sooner because of the con¬ 
stant construction work still going 
on earlier in the subdivision. The 
cul-de-sac streets with the excep¬ 
tion of Pinecrest, have already had 
final surfacing. After all the work 
is completed, the city will accept 
responsibility for further mainten¬ 
ance of the streets. 

One such responsibility, Giesc 
pointed out, is the job of shovelling 
snow. Technically the city can re¬ 
fuse to clear snow from any streets 
not yet officially accepted. In prac¬ 
tice, they probably would clear 
them off as a service to local citi¬ 
zens. However, a special problem 
exists in relation to the streets in 
the Boxwood subdivision. Here 
manhole covers emerge two inches 
above the present surface level of 
the roadway. After the final sur¬ 
facing, these will of course be 
flush with the pavement. But in 
the meantime, the city snow shovel 
cannot be used in that area because 
of the danger of its catching on 
one of these covers. City officials 
hope that if the streets there are 
not surfaced soon the developer will 
at least build up a temporary grad¬ 
ing of asphalt around the man¬ 
holes so that the snow shovel can 
negotiate the area. Either that—or 
pray for clear skies!

Car Inspection in Greenbelt 

Beginning this month, all used 
cars having their title transferred 
in Md., including those brought 
in from other states^ are required 
t > pass inspection by a garage li¬ 
censed for this job. Furthermore, 
police officers spotting a defective 
car are authorized to issue a re¬ 
pair order which obliges its owner, 
after correcting the defect, to bring 
it for inspection. 

One of the 150 inspection stations 
in the Washington suburban area 
is at Colleli’s Auto Service, which 
uses part of the facilities of the 
Co-op gas station in Greenbelt. 
Colieli charges less than the aver¬ 
age rate for the inspection. 

The inspection includes a road 
test, pulling off of at least one 
front and one rear wheel and in¬ 
spection of tires, brakes, muffler, 
lights and other items - even wind¬ 
shield wipers. 


V.A. Income Questionnaires 

More than 2,000,000 persons on 
Veterans Administration pension 
rolls are now filling out question¬ 
naires to report ther annual in¬ 
come. 

The forms this year have been 
simplified. 

They must be filled out and re¬ 
turned by January 31 or payment 
of the pension will be stopped, ac¬ 
cording to J. H. Hubbell, Acting 
Manager of the Veterans Benefits 
Office, Washington, D. C. 20421.
